INTRODUCTION 



This progress report- is a result of the. directive contoined in House Jblnt Resolution. 
No. 17 passed by the 1976 Session oflthe Gcnerol Assembly os follows: . 

HOySE JOINT RESQJ.UTION NO. 17 ' 

Directing th« Council^of Higher Educotion for Virginio, in cooperotion with 
public ondprivote Colleges in Virginio, to develop Commpnweolth Articulotion Agreements. 

WHEREAS, the educotion of the citizens of Virginio is of utmost concern to the 
Generol Assembly; ond 

.WHEREAS, the Virginio, community colleges ore responsible for providihg freshmon 
and sophomore courses in orts ond sciences thot meet stondords occeptoble for tronsfer to 
boccologreote degree programs; ond 

WHEREAS, a recent report of the Joint Legislotive Audit ond Review Commission 
^/ound thot'while o few orticulotion ogreements exist vyith public ond private schools, 
orticulotion agreements hove not been developed between the Virginio Community Collfege 
System ond public four-yeor colleges ond universities in the Commonweolth; ond 

WHEREAS, thot same report found thot mony community college students hove 
difficulty tronsferring freshmon ond v>phomore level course credits to four-yeor colleges; ond 

WHEREAS, xthot same report concluded thot on orderly system of credit tronsfer 
would promote more efficient ond effective higher educotion in the Commonweolth; now, 
therefore, be It 

RESOLVED by the House of Delegotes, the Senote concurring, Thot the Stote 
Council of Higher Educotion, in cooperotion with the Stote Boord for Community Colleges 
and the public and privote foor-yeor colleges ond universities, immediotely undertoke 
steps to develop Commonweolth Articulotio>i>gfeements thot will permit the orderly tronsfcr 



of crwJirs earri«d*in freshman and sophombre university parallel cogrses from community 
colleges to fpur-year irutitutions funded by the Commonwealth and to develop the necessary 
pvoliel coor^ informalion that will facilitate and ertcogroge private colleges and 
ortlv«nities in the ConlrinwealtK tp adopt similar agreements. 

Thp Stote douncil of Higher Edvcation shall report its progress foward estoblishing 
•uch an ogreement to fht Governor and the General Assembly not later than November one, 
iiln«teen hundred seventy-six.

In establishing the Council of Higher EdHQOtion os o coordinoting agency for public 
higher educotion in Virginio, it wos the intent of the Generol Assembly thot admissions 
policies remoin the responsibi!ity of the indivi^uol instttufjons ond their respective boords 
of visitors. ^Ih'n intent is cleorly indicated in Sections 23-9.6:1 (b) ond (d) of the Code 
of Virginio. r . ' 

Consrstent with its legislotive chorge^ iKe Couhcil hos worked cd&perotively 
with public mstitutions of higher edycotion to promote orticulotion through the develop- 
ment of stote-wide guidelines. In 1967, the Council estoblished on Articulation 
Advisory Committee for two-year/four-year articulation and published its first set of 
guidelines for the tronsfer of credits. The guidelines 'were up-dated in 1969 and again/ 
in 1972. The 197^2 guidelines were broadened to deal with orticulotipn between tyK)-yeor 
colleges ond public ond privote senior colleges and universities in Virgmio (see Appendix I) 

The process of orticuiotion in the Commonwealth of Virginia is b/asicolly inter- 
Tnstitutionol . Individual community colleges deal with each senior college fo establish 
transfer agreements within the state-wide guidelines. Although^tKls is often viewed as 
a slow and tedious process, it is reflective of the dTversi ty omong the pubTt^ institutions 
of higher educotion in Virginia. The varying mission^ and/lrnique progroms thot hove ' 
been estoblished by the senior public colleges in Virg'rrno often require different admission 
standards and, consequently, interinstitutionoi efwfs ore viewed by most parti ciponts as 
oppropriote to Virginia. - o

Although the Council has accepted the 
plcxns as representing substantial progress in coordinating regional efforts^ additional 
efforts to encourage orticulotion between inst'^tutions were recommended by the 
Counpit;

TTirough both formal and informal means, institutions of higher education and 
" slate officials throughout the nation have flone much to tacilitote the trdjnsfer of oca- 
demic credit between two-year and Jourr year institutiorrs. 
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^i rty ^nifw of fhm fi fry stotc^ ond rh< Dist ricf of Columbio hove taken ccHpn 
lo imllemenf variowtypes of articulation o^rMments. Some of these arrangements 

kove tended toward specific state-wide policies and procedures, while the moiority

III.' Articulation in Virginia " ^ 

' . In June 1976, the Council of Higher Educatio^ requested that each public 
senior institution of higher education in \;irginia provide the Council with copies of 
policies and^rocedures governing the transfer of students and any .specific materials 
related to the tronsfer of students from Virginia's community colleges. Each of the 
senior colleges submitted thi requested materials. 

In o review of the materials provided, the Council found that eleven of the 
^ fifteen senior institutions have available hor^dbboks or transfer guides for community

college sVud^ts. fhe eleven institutions ore: Christopher Newport College, Clinch 
Valley College, Longwood College, Madison CoUege, Mary Woshington College, 
Old Dominion University, Radford College, Virginia Commonwealth University, 
.Virginia Military Institute, Virginia Mytechnic Institute and State University, and 
Virginia State College. The remaining four institutions do hove written policies and 



p««dures'gov«niing transfer odmissioo, bot lK.t specificollf!" relation to the Virginia. 
Community College System. The University of Virginia fs currently developing such a 
. tnmsfer guide for community coll«(^ student* which should be ovoilable during the 1976-77 



emic yeor. 

' The guides eoch contain information on the policies^ procedures governing 
the tronsfer of students and ocodemic cre'dif from the community colleges to the senior 
Inrtitutions. Each guide olso contorM information on the^courses which or^v^iloble 
at the community colleges and for which equivolent courses exist ot the senior institutions. 

The policies ond procedures governing the transfer of credit from Virginia 
community colleges to public senior institutions varies in accordance with the 
diverse missions of the senior institutions. All but one of the senior institutions require 
for admission as a transfer student on overall grade point overoge of "C".. This is in 
conformity with the generally accepted guidelines published by the Joint Committee 

Junior ond Senior Colleges.' In'^neariy all instances, a student who has completed 
on associate degree in a college transfer program will be admitted to any of the senior 
institutions ossuming the student meets the grade-point admission requirement and spoce ^ 
i, available. In some instances, competition for a limited number.of available spaces 
prevents the institution from accepting all transfer students who apply. . 

Four of the senior institutions state in their policies that a student. holding on 
ossociate degree in a universi.ty parallel pro^om, and who meets the minimum grade 
point overoge requirements, will be granted junior status. These institutions ore Mary 
Wasf>ingfon College (liberal arts transfer programs only), rviorfollc State College, 
Virginia Polytechnic Instihjte and State University, and Virginia State College. In

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oddltioo. Old Dominion University declores that a student holding on associate degree 
in a university parallel program will be accepted and will be considered os having met 
th«$choors general degree requirement. The other institutions provide for granting 
the tromfer of credit on an equivalency basis and most allow for a student to transfer 
approximately 50 percent or more of the credits required for groduotiop. 

. ' Supplementing institutional policies and practices ore the efforts mode by the 
$?x regional consortia to coordinate inVerinstitutionol matters such os orticulotion. As 
mentioned earlier, the six consortia submitted long-ronge plans to the Council in the 
Spring of 1976. Four of tke six consortia included in their plons specific reference to 
articulation between community collegeS ond senior colleges and universities. Appendix 
II lists the members of each of the six consortia and contains excerpts from the four 
plaru noted above. 

Only the Tidewater Consortium has developed a consortio-wide policy governing 

the transfer of students from community cojieges to senior instiutions. With the exception 

of the University of Virginia and The College of William and Mary, members of the - 

Tidewater Consortium recognize the A. A. or A.S. degree from on accredited Virginia

community college or junior coljege as fuiniling the lower division generol institutional 

t ' 
requirements or meeting the requirements for junior standing. The remaining plans 

moke mention of many interinstitutionol efforts and indicate a commitment to maximizing 
the transferability of credits. 

\ In July 1976, th^Council evoluoted the plans <3nd noted the progress be'ing' 

mode by the^consortio. However, the Council recommended that each consortium more 
specificafly address certain issues, including articulation. 
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• Dota shov* that the rote of acceptance af students who appty for transfer from 
Cbmmuni'ty collies to public seniar institutians i$ quite^high. For Fall 1975, 
^ximotelx 82percent.af the trAsfi^r oppliconts were accepted by senior institutians. 
Ror«i of acceptance for sophomore and juni6r levef transfer oppliconts is even higher, 
slightly In excess of o 90 percent occeptonceVote* . Tobli I provides dotYar ^^^S

The pwblem of evaluating the transferability of specific courses is rpogn.ined 
for the seniar institutians when such o^lorge number of students apply for transferW'tbouf 
completing the Associate degree. The transfer guides developed by the seniar institutions 
are on ottempt to olleviote this problem ond to provide guidonce to.students. 

Several representatives of seniar. institutians on- the Task Force maintain that 
riM Department af Community Colleges' State Curriculum Guide should be revised in 
OTtionner which would identify whickcourses are df signed for college transfer purposes

Reprmentatlves of the Department of Community Colleges oh the Tcj^Jc Force 
strongly feel^lthat such an annotation of the Curriculum Guide would in foot provide 
on ofaftocle to the smooth transfer of ocodemic credit. They orgue that if o course is 
specincolly designoted as not being designed for transTer, senior institutions would 
Mldpm occept the credits eomed in that cour^. This would limit the flexibility with 
.which Institutions opproachlite questIon,of evoluatinp tronifer credits. ' Severo! senior 
Imtltutions now oliow for the transfer of credits eorned in courses not designed for • 
tFonifer ond on onnototloh such as thot called for in the JLARC report would, it Is 
argued, inhibit this practical ' ^ j 

A related motter of concern to. the senior institutions ore the vorlotloni omoiig 
community colleges within the system. Some senior institutions hove found thot in 
cerybln curriculo students from one community coflege do not perform os well os do 
their counterparts from other cor^unity colleges. Representotives from the Deportment 
of Community Colleges on the Talk Force hove strongly urged senior colleges to provide 
them with this information in order thot corrective octions, if necessory, con be token. 
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Th» flaw of stvdonti from the community colleges to public ond privote senior 
eollegis ond universities. is only one dimension of ihe question of tronsfer ond orticulotion. 
linge numbers of studeJits throughout the notion also tronsfer from senipr colleges to 
community colleges. There is little reason to doubt thot this is olw occurring in Virginio. 
M«rmbers-of the Tosk Force hove indicated the "reverse tronsfer" phenomenon is growing 
in Virginio ond requires evoluotion. ' " 

IV. Surpmory • 

Articulotion in Virginio hos followed the notionol norm ond, in mony instonces, 
i, further odvonced thon in other stotes. Articulotion agreements often ore initially 
Snterinstitutionol documents based in port on the acceptance of two year degree progroms 
toward completian of boccoloureote general education requirements! Four Virginia 
institutions -- Mary Washington College, Norfolk State College, Virginia State 
College, ond Virginia Polytechnic Institute. ond Stote University -- declare in their 
policies and procedures governing the transfer of students that o student holding on 
Associate degree in o college transfer progrom and whose cumulative grade point 
overoige equals the minimum acceptable for admittance will be accepted with junior 
status. Although obtaining the Associote degree is recommended by senior institutions 
, to studenTs wishing to transfer, the general policy is to evoluote each course token 
to determine its transferability. 

In other states informal arrangements ore generally supplemented by state-wide 
guidelines. This is also true in Virginia where many interinstitutionol efforts hove 
. been undertaken. These, in turn, ore supplemented by stotft-wide guidelines developed 
by the State Council of Higher Education. 
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Eleven public senior instituHons in Virginia currently have transfer guides 

ovaildble to students and counselors which explain in detail t'le institutions' policies 

qnd procedures governing the transfer of credit from the communit/ colleges* Each 

* . f 

guide olso provides information on the courses which ore acceptable and their equivalent 
^punterports ot the senior insttiutions. One other senior institution is developing a 
similor guide bringing the total to eteven. It is the Council's vivwSW these transfer 
guides constitute the basis for "articulation ogreements" as'specified in House Joint 

Resolution 17. ' ' 

Interinstitutional efforts at articulation are many and varied. The regional 

consortia have been directed to poy particular attention to matters related to , . 
articulation and their efforts, although limited at present, can. provide an additional 
impetus to improved articulation among community colleges and senior institutions of 
higher education, . > / ^ 

Th^ doto ovailable to the Council indicate that students in good a^ademlt 
standing are having little difficulty in being accepted as transfer students ih a 



senior public institution. On the other hand, there is general agreement /that the 
acceptability of credit for tronsfer is not uniform throughout the state. ./ 

There exists generaj ogreement among institutions of higher eaucatian in * f 
Virginia thot the existing system is appropriate to Virginia, maximizirjg the transfeC^ 
of students whiJe maintaining thT flexibility traditlonolly ossociated with institutions at 
higher educotion in VTrginio^ The Council concurs in this judgment./ •> ■ j

of orticiilotion in Virginia indicates that, procedurolly, orticulotfon between puUic 
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ImHhitions has been im^Drived ipoo dramatically albeit on an informal basis. Much of 
the effort* toward greater articulation has been interinstltutional . These* interinstltutional 
•ffbrts^ should be encotjr<4ed but a more systematic regior>al and state-wide effort needs , 
to be undertaken to assure both access to Virginia's institutions of higher education - 
and the smooth flow o| studenfs amor>g the various segments of Virginia's system of 
higher education. ' % 

Problems' of ottitUde occur primarily because Of inadequate communication 
and understanding between community colleges and senior institutions. Effort such 
« the annual conference on articulati<>n held by the University of Virgmia, the actions 
and efforts conducted by the six regional consortia, a#jnterinstitu'tional joint efforts 
such 0$ now-being undertaken between George Mai^ByM>iersity and Northern Virginia 
Community College are; the most appropriate means to Induce the attitudinal change 
that will make administrations and faculty sensitive to the needs of transferring students. 
Many of the problems now existing could be alleviated if the regional consortia would 
take a more active role in developing articulation guidelines. 

The establishment of the Task Force to Study Articulation Agreements has^ 
helped to focuse state-wide attention on matters relating to articulation. The Task 
Force has indicated that the state of articulation in Virginia is generally healthy and 
that existing mechanisms are adequate. io address any problems related to articulation. 

However, the Tojk Force did note several matters of concern that need to b^^ 
examined. Tor example, although community college students ore not experiencing, 
any great difficulty }n transferring to a senior college in Virginia, it appears that the 
' tronsferobility of college transfer credits earned in a community college is not uniform 
throughout the state.

Comlst^nt with its responsibility to develop and maintain a* coordinated sy4tem of higher 
Education in Virginia, the State Council of Higher Educotion at its April 3, 1967 meeting 
approved guidelines designed to promote t^ smooth transfer o^ studerlts completing appro- 
priate collegia -tronsfer programs in two-year colleges to the four-year colleges and uni- 
^•nitles in Virginia. The Articulation Advisory Committee has conducted continuous 
fbllow-u^iince 1967 and the State Council has updated these guidelines at its December 
11, 1969 meeting and ogtfin at its June 8, 1972 rpeeting. The updated set of Guidelines 
follovM: ^ . * ' 

I. ln«ofder to assist stullents in evaluating their generol progl'ess and the . 
appropriateness of tbeir educational ob'jectives, four-year institutions 
and two-year colleges should work jointly and establish systematic 
procedt^res to provide counselors and advisors with current and continuing 
inffbrmotion about comporoWe, courses, curriculum changes, requirements * 
for admission, student characteristics, student services, and performance 
of transfers. ' i , ■ ^ 

II. Two-year college students should be encouraged to thoose as early as 
possible the four-year institution and program into which they expect 
to'tronsfer in order to plan programs whith mdy include all lower division 
requirements of the four-year institution. Transfer students should be given 
the optibn of satisfy ing^groduoti on requirements wWch were in effect at 
fouT-yeoT institutions at the time they enrolled as freshmen, subject to 
conditions or qualifications which apply to native students.

III, Performance in the college transfer program offered by two-year collegesj 
is the best single predictor of success in four-year institutions and, thereof 

y 'ihould count heavily in the evaluation of trorafer applicants. 

IV. Admissions standards of four-year institutions should be stated clearly to 
assist two-year college students In planning for transfer. 

V. Transfer applicants from institutions which hove institutional approval from 
the State Council of Higher Education should be^evaluoted on the same basis 
OS opplico'nts from regionally accredited institutions. ' * 

VI. The evaluation of transfer courses by four-year Institutions should serve to 
infarm.the individual student at the time of odmiwion how for he has advanced 
toward his degree abjective orKl what residence and subject requirements must 
still be met. 

VII. The satisfactory completion of on appropriate twc^year associate degree transfer 
pro^m should nornrvally assure upper division standing at the time of transfer 
although this does not AJnconditionolly guarantee tronsfer^of all credits.

VIII.' Two-year college students ore encouraged to complete their Associate in

representatives from public and private two-^eor and four-year institutions 
should meet at least semi-annually to consider appropriate firoblems, 
suggest needed studies, and recommerKl to the State G)uncil of Higher 
Educotion odditionarguidelines fdr effective articOjotion.
